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not in Italian, the Italian translation, 
of all the Pontifical Acta concerned 
with Mariology since the time of 
Pope Pius XI. It is, of course, a real 
treasure for priests who work in that 
section of sacred theology that deals 
with the functions and the preroga- 
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tives of Our Lady. It is to be hoped 
that, before a great deal of time has 
elapsed, a similar compilation will be 
available to readers of the English 
language. The present book is pub- 
lished by the firm of Angelo Belar- 
detti, in Rome. 
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
